Beverl.v, Mass., Oct. 12. — Radical 
legislation in favor of the American 
farm er and consum er as a m eans of 
solving the question of the high cost 
of living was urged by President d aft 
in a letter to the governors ot all tile 
states. 
President T aft proposes to reduce 
the cost of foodstuffs on the American 
dinner table by reducing the cost to 
the farm er of producing his crops. 
This would be done by establishing in 
the interest of the farm er a financial 
m achine which would give him access 
to all the money centers of the world 
and afford hint credit at greatly re­ 
duced rates and upon more advanta­ 
geous term s than lie bow receives. 
The president recom m ends the **n- 
actm ent of laws by congress perm it­ 
ting the organization of national land 
m ortgage banks to be operated under 
governm ent supervision, with power to 
g u aran tee and m arket the guaranteed 
debenture bonds of the state land 
m ortgage banks or co-operative socie­ 
ties is favored. 
T h e 
farm ers of the country pay 
over a half billion dollars 
interest 
yearly, the president saj .-i, w hich aver 
ages 8 Vk lier cent, counting commis 
slons aud renewal charges, again-t 3 ’ 4 
and 
per cent paid in G erm any or 
France. 
T he com plete development of our 
agricultural 
resource* 
which 
tins 
would m ake possible, thinks President 
Taft, would go a tong way toward set­ 
tling the problem ot the high cost of 
living. 
"W hat this plan offers." writes Pres 
ident Taft, "is a m eans to secure this 
country g reater productivity at less 
cost from the farm s that a r e now un­ 
der cultivation, and, above all, to give 
us m ore farm s and more farm ers.” 
T he plan suggested is based upon 
the principles of agricultural co o p e ra ­ 
tive credit now in use in practically 
every country of 
Europe. 
Uniform 
s ta te legislation, in the opinion of the 
president, is essential to the success 
till adoption of this plan, and he has 
invited the governors of all the states 
to a conference upon this s u b j e c t at 
the tim e of the annual m eeting of 
governors In W ashington in December. 
"W ere not the interval so short,- 
w rites President Taft, "m y conviction 
of 
the

would rom pel me to Invite you to a 
conference at a still earlier date "
